parents. When He gave them life, He entrusted 
to them this most sacred power: to bear the fu- 
ture race in the bosom of their love. 

Any violation, therefore, of the laws governing the ex- 
ercise of this holy power is first of all a sin against God. 
So seriously does God regard it, that He describes by ex- 
actly the same term the sin which is so directly against 
Himself, the sin of worshiping other gods. 

Adultery is defined as “any violation of the law of 
chastity” (Rev. Encyc. Dict.). Dr. Adam Clarke comments 
on this seventh commandment: “And not only adultery 
(the unlawful commerce between two married persons) 
is forbidden here, but also fornication and all kinds of 
mental and sensual uncleanness. All impure books, songs, 
paintings, etc., which tend to inflame and debauch the 
mind, are against this law.” 

Jesus probes deeper into the root-causes of outward 
sins than does any earthly etiologist. As he said of mur- 
der, so He says of this: “Out of the heart proceed... 
adulteries.” 

But He goes further. He tells us the heart is the source 
of evil thoughts, and says in Matthew 5:28: “. . . That 
whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her already in his heart.” 

A careless attitude to the sanctity of the sex relation- 
ship, divorce, a disregard of the moral code as affecting 
the relationship of man and woman, looseness of moral 
conduct, the magnifying of passion until it becomes out 
of all proportion to the other faculties of life, exploitation 
of sex for profit in commercial forms of amusement and 
in literature—these have been the forerunners of na- 
tional collapse so often that we cannot ignore the ver- 
dict of history. 

It is dangerous to disregard the laws of the Eternal. 
Perhaps we are offending against this seventh com- 
mandment today more than ever before: flagrantly, 
openly, defiantly. 
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He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for 


‘God. is love. 
-- 1 John 4:8. 





it means to mankind, our finite minds are so 
limite¢d and our thoughts shallow. But God’s 
love is the same yesterday, today, and forever. 


We are commanded to love God: “And thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength: 
this is the first commandment,” Mark 12:30. This will be 
easy if the person acknowledging the command has ex- 
perienced the saving grace of God wrought through the 
sacrificial offering of His only Son for their redemption. 


God’s love is not limited, and I want you to think with 
me a few minutes on what His love has accomplished. 


Salvation is ours because of His great sacrifice, the 
sacrifice of His Son: “For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life,” John 
3:16. Can you fathom the depth of His love when He has 
done so much to give to us eternal life through faith in 
His Son? I am afraid I can’t fully realize the meaning of 
it all, but there’s one thing I know, I have accepted this 
plan; it has worked in my life; I have been saved, sanc- 
tified, and baptized with the Holy Ghost. This same great 
plan has worked in many of your lives, and will work in 
all who believe. Some may say it is great to say this, but 
give me proof of God’s love and the fulfillment of His 
plans. 

I think the best way to do this is to relate what a Chris- 
tian is (God’s lowly creation, loved by God, and who in 
return proves to the world and God that he loves Him).

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Christ the Deliverer

“All things are possible to him that believeth,” Mark 
9:23. 


HESE ARE WORDS from the lips of the Master as 

He stood in the midst of a great multitude of peo- 

ple and heard the earnest and compassionate plea 
of a destitute father. 

This father, in my mind, possessed all the characteris- 
tics of modern-day parenthood. He loved his child and 
had compassion for him. 

One thing I should like to point out is that this father 
had properly diagnosed the case of his son. The.doctor, 
no doubt, would have called his affliction by some medi- 
cal term, but the father knew the true source of the trou- 
ble, as he tells Jesus in verse 17, “Master,.I have brought 
unto thee my son, which hath a dumb spirit,” 

This is one of the primary prerequisits, for q believer 
to know that all sickness is of the devil and that Jesus 
was made manifest to destroy the works of the devil. 
Then, if you are sick and afflicted today, realize that all 
sickness is a work of the devil. The Scripture says in 
James 1:17, “Every good gift and every perfect gift is 
from above, and cometh down from the Father of lights.” 
We read in the Third Epistle of John, the second verse, 
as the apostle began his greetings, “Beloved, I wish: above 
all things that thou mayest prosper and be.in health, 
even as thy soul prospereth.” I gather, then, from -the 
reading of these scriptures, that it is God’s will. that His 
children should prosper in life and live in bodies that are 
absolutely free from sickness or affliction.of any nature. 

Now that we have diagnosed our case’ and know that 
we are being oppressed by the devil, the next thing to 
know is how to rid ourselves of this oppression. _. 

Let us look to the Bible for this important information. 
We find in Isaiah 53:5 that Christ Jesus, Jehovah’s serv- 
ant, made it possible through His atoning blood. “He was 
wounded for our transgressions; he was bruised for our 
iniquities; the chastisement of our peace was upon him; 
and with his stripes we ARE healed.” 

Notice the verb ARE. It is in the past tense, which sim- 
ply means that all sickness and affliction was defeated 
in Pilate’s Hall over 2,000 years ago, that we might have 
healing for our bodies. 

Notice the words of the prophet Jeremiah in chapter 
30, verse 17, “For I will restore health unto thee, and I 
will heal thee of thy wounds, saith the Lord.” Also, in 
Matthew 8:17, “Himself took our infirmities, bare our 
sickness.” 
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The question is asked, “Do you mean that these scrip- 
tures imply that if I am sick, the Lord will restore my 
health unto me, and if I am wounded, He will heal me, 
and also that Jesus has already borne my sickness?” 

If those scriptures are true, then the devil is trespass- 
ing. on God’s property, for in 1 Corinthians 6:19, 20, we 
read, “What? Know ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” 

We have found by studying the Scriptures that the 
promise is to God’s children. 


YOUR FAITH is beginning to move up now 
as we have complied with the Scriptures and studied and 
found that healing is for all in the atonement. 

Romans 10:17, “So then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” Some may say, “Oh I be- 
lieve every word in the Bible, but I just don’t seem to 
have any faith.” When we come to have that state of 
mind toward God, we should turn again to the Scrip- 
tures, and we find in Romans 10:10, “For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness.” The Bible says we 
have faith, and we go around confessing we don’t have 
faith, so we are confessing opposite to the Bible. If we are 
confessing opposite to the Bible, then down in our hearts 
we are actually saying we are right and the Bible is 
wrong. Romans 3:4, “God forbid; yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar.” 

Others are saying, “I, too, believe every word of the 
Bible is the inspired Word of God, but I just can’t go 
along with this healing and miracles of modern days.” 

These people are saying, “We know God gave His dis- 
ciples power to heal the sick and cleanse the lepers, that 
He also commissioned the seventy with power, and that 
the apostles prayed for the sick and cast out devils, but 
that was in Bible days.” 

This trend of modernistic thought is one of the devil’s 
special -weapons to confuse and weaken the faith of 
God’s people. My Bible tells me in Hebrews 13:8 that 
“Jesus Christ [is] the same yesterday, and today, and 
forever more.” If Jesus gave the commissions in Bible 
days, He is obligated to give a commission to the modern- 
day believers, also. Thank God for the commission 
every believer in Mark 16:17, 18, “And these signs shall 
follow them that believe; In my name shall they cast out

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MAN once asked his three daughters how much 
they loved him. The first two replied that they 
loved him more than all the silver and gold in 

he world. The youngest one said that she loved him 
more than salt. The man was not so pleased with her 
answer, as he thought salt was not so palatable. But the 
cook overheard the conversation, so she put no salt in 
anything she served the next morning for breakfast. The 
meal was so insipid it was unenjoyable. The man saw at 
once the force of his daughter’s remark. She loved him 
so much that nothing was good without him. 

So it is with love. A world without love would be as 
uninviting as a meal without salt. If love occupies such 
an important place in our lives, we should ask the ques- 
tion 

I. Why Should We Love? 

If any two individuals are to have any type of friendly 
relationship, there must be a common plane upon which 
they can meet. Love is the plane upon which all our re- 


lationships to God are based. It is the medium through 
which we might approach Him and have His blessings 
flow into our lives. Furthermore, it is the tie that binds 
our lives to the infinite will and purpose of God so that 
they might become the effecting agents that motivate 
our activities. 

Our lives are made up of a variety of qualities. How- 
ever good or essential these qualities may be, if they are 
isolated and undirected they will be of little value. Paul 
indicates that we may have great ability in language, we 
may have certain discernment of God’s will so as to 
prophesy, and we may have great faith; but until they 
are bound together and directed by true love, they are 
worthless. 

Several years ago there was an illustration on the front 
of a Sunday School book. It showed a small boy building 
a stone wall that represented his life. The wall was about 
three stones high. Each one was named—one courage, 
one determination, one faith, one hope, and so on. The 
boy was pictured kneeling beside the wall with the trowel 
in his hand. The mortar on the board was labeled LOVE. 

So it is. Love is that force which cements together the 
cardinal virtues of life. They form a bulwark against the 
agencies that would destroy the soul, thereby preserving 
and establishing our fellowship with God. 

And then, the pattern for our lives has been set by God 
in His expression of love through Jesus Christ. Where the 
severity of the law had demanded “an eye for an eye,” 
Jesus had taught forgiveness. Where the custom of the 
day was intolerance because of class lines, Jesus taught 
brotherly kindness. Where cold and calculating exactness

in moral justice had been the rule, Jesus taught qualita- 
tive benevolence as the way to treat one another. The 
type of relationship He taught and practiced brought an 
orderliness and confidence to the hearts of people so that 
peace replaced fear and uncertainty; boldness replaced 
timidity, so it is no wonder the apostle said, “Perfect love 
casteth out fear.” 

In order for love to be effective, there must be an ob- 
ject; therefore, the second question that comes to our 
minds is 


II. Whom Shall We Love? 


FIRST of all, God. God is love. He is the 
source of love. The very power of His nature is a mag- 
netic force that draws our affections to Him and above 
the, Ordinary things of life, and perfects them in His 
divine présence. As the source of love, He expects us to 
become a channel through which His love can flow into 
a world that is characterized by coldness, darkness, and 
indifference. God wants to express His warmth of feeling 
to the world in such a way that it will thrill every heart 
that is touched. As the love of God flows through us, we 
should add to it our own sentiments so that in reality 
the love of God becomes our own sincere feelings. 

The second object inevitably follows, love for our fel- 
lowman. We are living in an age when much is said 
about brotherhood. But there can be no unity of fellow- 
ship between mankind except on the basis of love. Isola- 
tion and loneliness can be the most tormenting punish- 
ment that can be experienced. Many often experience it 
through no fault of their own, but simply because a cold 
world is unwilling to reciprocate real friendship. Yet, the 
heart of the true man must be as the great missionary 
explorer, Frederick Arnot. One day he and a group of 
his native’ lads were passing through a clump of grass.

er failing all night. Only those who have fished 
all night and caught nothing know the feeling that must 
have been his. His fishing equipment could have been 
bought at your own terms, no doubt. To be told to let the 
net down again was like being told to preach a sermon 
after using it several times and seeing no visible results. 
One’s natural feelings are that you need a new net or 
other waters in which to fish. But go ahead and use the 
sermon, if it is “at thy word”; surprising may be the re- 
sults. In my experience with fishing, it was more casting 
than catching, yet the second cast, where the first one 
failed, sometimes landed a nice one. I have learned that 
a preacher must not get weary in welldoing, but must 
continue in prayer and labor, expecting at the end to 
have a multitude of souls gathered by the gospel net. 

I 
THE MEANS USED WAS “AT THY WORD” 


The fish did not leap into the boat, but were to be 
caught by letting down the net by, or at thy word, The 
great force that brought the worlds into being and set 
them in operation caused this great catch. It is al- 
ways so, regardless of the past failures, that to work at 
thy word one will see results. At thy words the heavens 
and the earth were created. Genesis 1 gives the various 
statements concerning the creation. At thy word the fish 
started swimming in the seas. At thy word light shone 
forth, and we thus have our day. At thy word the moon 
and stars shone forth, and we have our light by night. 
Yes, His word brought the sun rays and moonlight and 
caused the water to move into its bed. Yea, the unseen 
messengers of glory flew to their tasks, and they go to 
one here and there to give heavenly aid. Hebrews 11:3 is 
glorious words confirming our faith in God who spoke 
our world into existence. It says, “Through faith we 
understand the worlds were framed by the word of God.” 
This is the only consistent explanation of our world’s 
beginning. When we act at thy word, we are in harmony 
with the great force that controls the universe. It is up- 
lifting to me to think that the common deeds of our 
everyday lives can be in harmony with the power that 
spoke the heavens into being.

His word can thus be supreme even on a fishing expedi- 
tion. When we act at His Word, it is then that our lives 
are governed by the force that governs the universe. 
II 
AT THY WORD THE SAINTS OF OLD ACTED 


Great men of old found their marching orders at thy 
word. In Genesis 6:14 God speaks to Noah. His word was, 
“Make thee an ark of gopher wood; rooms shalt thou 
make in the ark, and shall pitch it within and without 
with pitch.” This great man had found favor with God 
in a time when wickedness filled the minds and hearts 
of the people. He started building this ark immediately. 
He had faith in God and built this ark to the saving of 
his house. The crowds gathered about and laughed at 
him, but at their question “Why,” his reply was, “At 
God’s word I am building this ark.’ 

1. Abraham acted “at thy word.” In Genesis 12:1 he 
was told to get out of his home country and from his 
kindred, unto a land that God would show him. Abraham 
left his'childhood home and journeyed to a country un- 
known. Living in tents and having no continuing city, 
there was the calm assurance that all this was “at thy 
word.” There was a further testing of Abraham in Gene- 
Sis 22:1, 2, “And it came to pass after these things, that 
God did tempt Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham: 
and he said, Behold, here I am. And he said, Take now 
thy son, thine only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, and get 
thee into the land of Moriah; and offer him there for a 
burnt offering upon one of the mountains which I will 
tell thee of.” One said, “It must have been night when 
God told Abraham this, for it says that he rose up early 
in the morning to do this which was the supreme test 
of his life.” If he was ever to stagger, it would be now, 
so watch him closely. If he was to ever waver at God’s 
word, this would be it. Did he stagger? Certainly not, for 
he started for Moriah. He had wood for the sacrifice, 
and upon reaching the place to offer Isaac, he bound him 
upon the wood and lifted his hand with the weapon, to 
carry out’ God’s word. He dearly loved’ this boy, in whom 
his fondest hopes were connected. But nothing could 
stand in the way of his performing God’s word. I fully 
believe if anything could have stood between Abraham 
and-God, this*would have been, it. Our children are the 
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Text: Luke 5:4-6, “Now when he had left speaking, he 
said unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, and let down 
your nets for a draught. And Simon answering said unto 
him, Master, we have toiled all night, and have taken 
nothing: nevertheless at thy word I will let down the 
net. And when they had this done, they inclosed a great 





I speak as a man of the world 
to men of the world, and I say to 
you: Search the Scriptures. The 
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dearest things in all the world. Our fondest hopes are re- 
lated to their living. But God told Abraham to offer this 
child of promise. What was the promise God made Abra- 
ham when the child was born? Was it not that in this 
child multitudes would be blessed? That Abraham never 
doubted, for that was just as much God’s word as telling 
him to offer his son as a sacrifice. So he believed God 
would raise him up, even from the dead. Hebrews 11:19. 
Many times when we show God we are going to do a 
thing, it is not required of us. I remember a brother say- 
ing that God told him to go to Africa as a missionary 
and he would receive the Holy Ghost. This brother had a 
large family and could not see the wisdom of it all. At a 
great camp meeting in the South, this brother promised 
God he would go to Africa, for Him to take care of his 
family. Right then and there the Pentecostal fire fell, 
and this brother was baptized in the Holy Ghost. Years 
later he testified that God wanted him to get willing to 
go, but that when he got willing to go, he didn’t have to. 


I could go on and on with cases where the saints of old 
acted at God’s word. In every case the reason given for 
such conduct was At thy word. Moses went before wicked 
Pharaoh and lifted the rod of judgments. When lifted 
thus the great plagues came thick and fast. The night of 
deliverance from Egypt, blood was sprinkled over the 
door of each house in Israel. All were safe behind the 
blood. Why the blood upon the doors? As Moses and the 
others placed the blood over the doors of their homes, 
perhaps some of the inquisitive youngsters may have 
wanted to know the reason. The only reason for this 
was, nevertheless, at thy word. 


III 
ALL CHRISTIANS SHOULD MOVE “AT THY WORD” 


WE MAY NOT be called on to go before a 
wicked ruler. We are called on to obey God rather than 
man. By doing that which we know to be God’s word will 
be acting in accordance with the word just as much as 
any saint of old. The Church of God embodied this in one 
of its first principles. The founders of our Church said, 
“We accept the whole Bible rightly divided.” This was a 
rallying point for many who felt that the great religious 
bodies had ceased moving at thy word. I have, many 
times, on.being asked concerning the faith and rule of 
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Bible is the Book of all others to 
read at all ages and in all con- 
ditions of human life; not to be 
read once or twice or thrice 
through, and then laid aside;

of one or two chapters a day and 
never to be omitted by some 
overwhelming necessity.—J ohn 
Quincy Adams.

Tempted to water down 
the hard points of our doctrine will only be taking the 
road that builds great machinery without the real favor 
and power of God. I, for one, had rather die than not to 
continue steadfastly in the faith. I know that thousands 
are looking toward the Church of God. They read in our 
lives the true marks of being governed by the force that 
rules the world. Great men used plainness of speech in 
telling us what was expected of us. No part of God’s 
counsel was shunned. It was declared to be God’s Church, 
patterned after none other than at thy word. Thus we 
must keep it with godly jealousy. Let us stir up this act- 
ing at thy word. Let us not be ashamed of any group 
that is so governed. I am glad to be a member and a 
minister of a church that accepts the whole Bible rightly 
divided. I want to strive to be a real part of this wonder-

After 
gee | the night in Nogales, we ar- 
ranged for our passports, changed our 
American dollar for the Mexican 
pesos, and crossed over the border in- 
to the Republic of Mexico. 

Traveling all the next day, in the 
late afternoon we topped the crest of 
one of those beautiful Mexican hills, 
and there stretched befofe us was 
Hermosillo, the capital city of the 
State of Sonora. We had the privilege 
of visiting the Church of God in that 
fine city, and as that group of minis- 
ters walked in at the door of the 
church, you could feel the very power 
and presence of God, which made us 
all to rejoice within our souls to knew 
that God is still no respecter of per- 
sons. 

Upon continuing on our journey 
the following morning, we again 
passed through the beautiful desert 
lands of Mexico, passing the resort 
settlement of Mirmar and along the 
shores of the blue Pacific. Entering 
Obregon in the afternoon, getting set- 
tled for the stay, and dining in the 
city, we attended the evening service 
of the convention. Upon entering, we 
saw that the building was packed to 
its capacity, with not even standing 
room, but there was room for the 
presence of God in the heart of-every- 
cne there. 

Brother Ramsey preached the even- 
ing message, with our good brother, 
and wonderful host, Rev. Vessie Har- 
graves, as interpreter. The text for 
the message was taken from Acts 
27:23. At the close of the message we 
saw some 60 or 70 people fill the altar 
seeking the Hcly Ghost. Thanks be un- 
to God for the privilege of working 
with those people, helping them to 
seek God. Some 10 or 12 left the build- 
ing that night with the blessed Holy 
Ghost dwelling within their hearts. 

These people “south of the border” 
are seeking God and are being found 
of Him. After standing for 3.or 4 
hours, holding babies in their arms, 
listening with mouths open, _ these 
people fell into the altar and sought

devils; they shall speak with new tongues; they shall take 
up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover.” 

Notice this scripture did not designate just a certain 
group of people, but “these signs shall follow them that 
believe.” 

The devil thought he had conquered the Son of God 
when he caused those sinners to nail our Lord. to the old 
rugged cross, and. after Jesus gave up the ghost on Gol- 
gotha’s brow, no doubt, the devil thought at last he had 
destroyed God’s: holy Child. 

Praise God, when the Master rose from that tomb the 
third day, He came forth victoriously with the keys of 
death, hell, and the grave that all might be overcomers 
through His name. 

Ephesians 4:8, “When he ascended upon high, he led 
captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men.” This is the 
perfect salvation. Psalm 103:3, “Who forgiveth all thine 
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iniquities; who healeth all thy diseases.” 


WE HAVE OUR CASE diagnosed. We know it 
is God’s will to heal us. Now what do we do? Let us see 
what James tells the saints to do. James 5:14-16, “Is 
any sick among you? Let him call for the elders [anyone 
in the church that believes in praying for the sick] of the 
church; and let them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall be forgiven him. Confess 
your faults one to another and pray one for another that 
you may be healed. The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” 

We must lay our petition at the feet of Jesus. Mark 
11:24, “What things soever ye desire; when you pray, 
believe that ye receive them and ye shall have them.” 
Matthew 7:7, 8, “Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and 
you shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you.” 

John 14:12-14, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he do; because I go unto 
my Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father may be glorified in the Son. 
If ye shall ask anything in my name, I will do it. If ye 
love me, keep my commandments.” 

We now have a foundation of the Word of God on 
which to anchor and ground our faith. If you are sick 
or afflicted today; if your mind is in a turmoil about 
the perplexities of this world, or you are downcast in 
spirit, let us look up to the Author and Finisher of our 
faith: “Father, in Jesus’ name, I accept my deliverance 
right now. Though I never see, hear, taste, smell, or feel 
my deliverance, I am accepting it according to the Word 
of God. Hebrews 11:1, ‘Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not seen.’ I am going to 
praise you now for my deliverance and testify every op- 
portunity I get for the glory of God.” 

When you apply Bible methods, you can expect Bible 
results.

eo & A great lion sprang out toward the last lad in line. Sud- 








denly, Arnot leaped between them and covered the boy’s 
body with his own. The natives fled, and in the confusion 
of movement the lion also turned and left without doing 
any harm. When the chief of the tribe heard of the in- 
cident he said, “I’d go anywhere with a white man who 
throws his own body between a lion and a black boy of 
no account.” 

Such is the spirit of the African missionaries—they lay 
down their lives for the black lads of no account, and 
count it joy to do so. How near is this to the words of the 
Master when He said, “Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for his friends.” What 
did Jesus say about the objects of our love—first, love 
God, and then our neighbor as ourself. To Him this was 
the consummate expression of the law and the prophets. 


Then, the last question we shall raise is 
III. How Shall We Love? 


W HEN JUDAS Iscariot came to the Garden of 
Gethsemane that fateful night, he was recognized as a 
disciple of Jesus. However. he expressed the sincerity of 
this love for the Master with a kiss of betrayal. Our kiss 
of betrayal might be open acts that will bring immediate 
anguish to the soul, or it might be in indifference to the 
object of our love so that it or he might be brought into 
open shame by neglect. 

If God had been a great potentate who sat upon His 
throne high in the heavens, He could have looked down 
on the earth, seeing the misery and hopelessness of man- 
kind. He might have uttered sympathetic statements 
about it and yet done nothing. But He was God, and the 


sincerity of His love was so sure He gave His Son for the 
salvation of the world. By His action He expressed the 
sincere feeling of the heart more effectively than if He 
had used ten thousand words. 

Then, as Jesus stood at the graveside of Lazarus, He 
wept. The fervency of His love was so pronounced it 
moved the crowd standing by to exclaim, “How he loved 
him.” If the love of our heart is to meet the standard of 
God, it must be so fervent that it will move our associ- 
ates to bow their heads in respect and reverence. 

Once a wealthy businessman of Boston, a sincere Chris- 
tian, married a beautiful wife and gave her a home. She 
fell through the besetting sin of drink. One day she left 
home never to return. She left a note saying that her 
life was not in keeping with his sterling character. Im- 
mediately he employed men throughout the country to 


‘look for her. Copies of her photograph were left in vari- 


ous cities with undertakers, with these instructions: “If 
her body should ever come to you, buy the finest clothes 
available, give her the finest casket possible, bank it with 
flowers and send it to me.” At last one undertaker called. 
When the funeral was over, he went to the marble works 
and contracted for a costly monument. When asked what 
should be inscribed on it, he said, “I want you to engrave 
just one word on it—FORGIVEN!” 

What more shall we say? As has been so aptly said

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SPURNS NEW BIBLE FOR 
BALLOON INVASION 

LOS ANGELES, Calif. (EP)—Dr. 
Carl McIntire intends to balloon sev- 
eral hundred thousand Bibles as far 
as 1,200 miles behind the Iron Cur- 
tain some time soon, but he is going to 
be mighty particular what kind of Bi- 
bles he sends. As president of the In- 
ternational Council of Christian 
Church, Dr. McIntire is leading the 
a against the new revised version 
of the gospel sponsored by the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. 

“This book is so corrupted that it is 
unworthy of the name Holy Bible,” he 
said, at a a. ~ conference recently. 
“We want persuade the people of 
the country not to use the new ver- 
sion in public worship or private de- 
votions.’ 

Dr. McIntire said that the ICCC 
plans to loose “several hundred thou- 
sand balloons, to begin with,” from 
Free Europe, although no date has 
been set for the start of the program. 
After the balloons rise to considerable 
heights, prevailing winds will carry 
them 300 to 1,200 miles deep into 
Russian-dominated country, he be- 
lieves. Each balloon will carry a Bible, 
translated into one of several Russian 
dialects, and perhaps into other lang- 
uages. The Bibles, wrapped in water- 
proof coverings, will contain no other 
message than that of the Scriptures 
themselves. 

“We believe the Bible is the greatest 
spiritual weapon in the war against 
Communism,” the vigorously conser- 
vative theologian stated. He said that 
each balloon will cost about 15 cents 
and can be sent with its Bible into 
Russia for about one dollar. 


SEEK TO AID FAMINE SUFFERERS 

GENEVA, Switzerland (EP)—An 
cmonganey tt ming teen of $50,000 
for aid to famine areas in India and 
Pakistan has been authorized by 
Church World Service. Millions of peo- 
ple in South India and other areas of 
the country are facing starvation in 
the sixth consecutive year of famine, 
while food shortages Pakistan are 
threatening over 300,000 lives. 

Churchmen in Was m are pro- 
testing against the establishment of 
the new Capitol Hill Club across the 
street from the House office buil S, 
which includes “a large bar and cock- 
tail lounge with adjo conference 
rooms.” e pastor of Washington’s 
largest Methodist Church “sparked” 
the fight by denouncing it from his 
pulpit as a place where “the leaders 
of our Government may go to have 
cocktails and then into separate 
rooms for conferences.”

CHURCH LEADERS FEUD OVER 
NEW BIBLE 


(EP)—The new Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible was the point of 
contention in a recent exchange be- 
tween Methodist Bishop William C. 
Martin, of Dallas, president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A., and Dr. Carl McIntire, 
president of the International Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches. On Janu- 
ary 21, Bishop Martin said that some 
criticism of the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of the Bible was “religious racke- 
teering” by “men who have exhausted 
their supply of themes to attract pub- 
lic attention.” Bishop Martin’s state- 
ment was assailed January 24 by Dr. 
McIntire, who said the NCC had 
launched the “greatest publicity pro- 
gram in the Church’s history,” to push 
sales of the revised Bible. He chal- 
lenged the Council to reveal the 
amount of its royalties from sale of 
the new Bible, which he said was “so 
full of contradiction that it insults 
human intelligence to give it authori- 
ty in the Church.” 

MISSION DISPLAYS GOSPEL 
IN NATION’S CAPITAL 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—A valu- 
able addition to the spiritual life of 
our national Capital is the erection of 
two large neon signs on the roof of 
the 7-story building of the Central 
Union Mission, now its 69th year of 
ministry, half way between the White 
House and the Capitol, just a few 
steps off of famous Pennsyivania Ave- 
nue. The si 15-foot white neon 
cross and a 25-foot si with 3-foot 
letters saying, “Come Unto Me”—fac- 
ing south, are easily visible to traffic 
in both directions on Pennsylvania 
and Constitution avenues, from the 


Mall, Capitol Hill, and other promi- 
nent spots. Many Government build- 
ings are within a block, including the 
National Art Gallery, where the signs 
are easily visible, the Apex Building, 
Archives, Justice Department, and the 
new District Court Building. 


CHRISTIANS IN ISRAEL 
INCREASING 

ATLANTA, Ga. (EP)—There are 
3,000 Christian Jews in Israel, accord- 
ing to the latest official report of the 
Israel Government. Although this 
number is infinitesimal when com- 
pared with the total population of Is- 
rael (1,400,000 according to the 1953 
World Almanac), Christian leaders 
find it a very encouraging estimate. 
Dr. Jacob Gartenhaus, President of 
the International Board of Jewish 
Missions, who recently returned to the 
U. S. from a tour of Israel, reports 
that the number of Christian Jews 
there is constantly increasing. 

According to Dr. Gartenhaus, there 
is one settlement in Israel with ap- 
proximately 100 Jewish Christian 
families. He estimates that there are, 
in addition to the 3,000 confessed 
Christians, many men and women in 
Israel who are secret believers. During 
his trip, Dr. Gartenhaus talked with 
many of the political and religious 
leaders of Israel. He found that some 
of the most influential men in Israel 
are secret believers and that others 
are most sympathetic. Dr. Garten- 
haus found eve here in Israel a 
keen interest in the Bible, especially 
the New Testament. Rabbi Daniel 
Zion, former Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria, 
and now representative of the Inter- 
national Board of Jewish Missions in 
Jerusalem, tells of unprecedented op- 
portunities for preaching the gospel 
of Jesus Christ to the people of Israel.

Question: Which day should we ob- 
serve for our day of rest, the seventh- 
day Sabbath, or the first day, the 
Lord’s day? Does it make any dif- 
ference?—C. M., Crawfordsville, Indi- 
ana. 


THE “SABBATH” literal- 
ly means the seventh day. The Jews 
kept the Sabbath beginning with the 
appearance of the first star on Friday 
evening, continuing to the appearance 
of the first star on Saturday evening. 
Many believers in the “seventh-day 
Sabbath” insist that this is the only 
Sabbath observance accepted by the 
Lord. When the Jews kept the Sab- 
bath, their days were not known as 
Friday and Saturday, and there is no 
way of Paes that what is our Fri- 
day and Saturday now exactly cor- 
responds with their seventh day in 
Bible times. Any insistence on this is 
presumption and not fact. Jesus = 
much of His ministry decla t 
the spirit of the Sabbath is what must 
be kept rather than the strict letter 
of it. e first day of our week is ob- 
served as the Sabbath, and has been 
since the time of Christ. The first day 
of the week is our Sabbath because 


Jesus was resurrected from the dead 
on the first day of the week (Matthew 
28:1-6); the disciples of Christ as- 
sembled for their worship service on 
the first day of the week (John 
20:19); Paul gave instructions to the 
Christians of Corinth as to what they 
should do at their worship service on 
the first day of the week (1 Corin- 
thians 16:2). The spirit of the Sab- 
bath is more important than the tech- 
nical law. 

Question: Does the Lord, mentioned 
= 7:20, refer to Christ?—Mrs. 


. YES. All of this portion 
concerns Christ. The LORD, in verses 
3, 10, 11, 12, 17, 18, seems to refer to 
Jehovah; but in verses 14 and 20, the 
reference is to Christ. 

Question: Does God, or does He not 
tempt man? According to James 1:13, 
God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man. Yet we 
find in Genesis 22:1, “And it came to 
rare after these things, that God did 

mpt Abraham, and d unto him, 
Abraham: and he said, Behold, here I 
am.”—J. T., Kansas City, Kansas. 


SOME suppose that there 
is a contradiction between these two 
verses. Careful observation of them 
shows clearly that there is none in- 
volved whatsoever. James 1:13 is dis- 
cussing a temptation to evil. It is stat- 
ed there that God cannot be tempted 
with evil, and then it continues to say 
that “neither tempteth he any man” 
—meaning that He does not tempt 
man with evil any more than He can 
be tempted with evil. The word tempt- 
ed used in Genesis 22:1 concerning 
Abraham, means only that God tes 
his faith. The Lord put his faith to 
the test, but He never tempts anyone 
to do evil. 
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
